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THE AWARDS OP MERIT by Lloyd E. Wagaman TEC #33

In the past the TEC "Award of Merit" has 
been comparatively easy to obtain. There 
were a number of things which made a member 
automatically eligible to receive this a- 
ward. For example, all officers and board 
members were eligible, whether or not they 
did anything other than cast a vote at a 
board meeting. Any article of 150 words or more in TEC NEWS made a 
member eligible. Also a display or a short talk before a coin club 
or other organized group would get you an award. Now all the above 
mentioned actions are good for the club and all are worthy of being 
recognized. However, it was the opinion of the board that the "Award 
of Merit" should be for outstanding actions and that for future 
years (beginning with the 1974 award, to be presented in 1975) that 
all "Award of Merits" will be presented only by a board action. The 
1973 awards number 70 and very likely future years will number 20 or 
less. This should make this award a distinctive honor to receive 
and I'm sure all recipients will treasure their award much than in 
the past years. 

To compensate those who have written articles, made displays, 
or given lectures we have come up with a "TEC Promotional Award". 
This too appears to have gotten a little out of hand and probably 
future years will find this award limited to not more than one, two, 
or possibly three coins per member. This will be taken up with the 
Board of Governors at the next meeting. 

To make a nomination any paid up member should send their nom¬ 
ination of a candidate for the "Award of Merit" to the awards chair¬ 
man, no later than March 31, 1975 and list any and all accomplish¬ 
ments of the candidate that you feel should qualify them. 

The award committee will compile the list and accomplishments 
and will present the list to the Board of Governors for a vote. In 
all cases the vote of the board will be final. 

This can be a real good program for the club, but like anything 
else it can not be a success if the members do not get behind it. Do 
your part. Nominate anyone you feel should have the award and let 
the board make the final decision.

HOW I BECAME #452 IN T.E.C. by Geo. E. Kesterson TEC #452 

Mineral Wells, Texas 

You could say that I started collecting elongated coins in 1936 
when I was thirteen years old.

Who determines the value of that rolled - out coin, an inquisi¬ 
tive friend asked. The only logical answer I could think of at the 
time, was "supply and demand". As I thought of my answer I decided 
it was resonable and concise. 

It is unfortunate that there is not a current price evaluation 
of elongated coins. If we only had a book similar to "The Blue 
Book" and "The Red Book", many collectors would literally save some 
money in their purchases. I personally feel that there are several 
"Top Collectors" who are quite knowledgeable to compile books of 
this nature, but are afraid to because their honest evaluations may 
cause a reduction in ths value of their present collections. (To 
this date many outrageous prices have been paid for pieces which 
were found to be not as scarce as expected.) 

For every elongated coin listed in Dottie Dow's book, "The 
Elongated Collectors", I have an index card. When I receive prices 
realized from various auctions, I enter the price which it sold for 
accordingly. Unfortunately I don't have going prices on all the 
coins, but I do have a good portion of the coins that personally in¬ 
terest me. This cross index has tremendously helped me in the eval¬ 
uation of many pieces and it has guided my purchases and sales. Per¬ 
haps this system may help you. 

So in the meantime don't be pressed into buying an elongated 
coin you need with an inflated price ticket. Wait, be patient, you 
may see it priced for your pocketbook another time. After all, as 
one collector had said to me, "I can't have every elongated coin 
which was made, in my collection.

A FIRST IN ELONGATES by Gus Meccarello TEC #40 

Poughkeepsie, N.Y. 

A first in the long history of elongates, a bi-metal elongate, 
silver bonded to the copper coin, at the same time that the coin is 
elongated to make it a two metal elongated. 

The three dimensional Owl of TEC on a elongated cent is rolled 
of a soft silver, with the great pressure of elongating causing a 
high temperature of heat to the elongating coins causing it to bond 
to the copper cents. 

In the many years of elongating coins, the thought has run 
through my mind as it has run through all other rollers to come up 
with some thing different in elongated coins. 

As many of us have, I experimented many times. Then one day as 
I was rolling coins, this thought came to me about a two metal elon¬ 
gated coin. Well you sure will be surprised at the many different 
ways I went about this. At first I was rolling the subject and the 
coin separately and trying to press them together, but the only re¬ 
sults were a smashed flat glob of silver on the elongated coin. At 
this time I would like to tell you this experiment was done with 
many other designs before I settled for the TEC owl. After many 
failures I finally did get a successful bond of the two metals. Gold 
and other metals can be used to make BI-METAL elongates.

I couldn’t believe they could think up such good 
ideas. 

The best picture I liked was where one of the boys drew a pic¬ 
ture of the White House and of Independence Hall. The wording on 
this coin was, "Long live America and the Spirit of 76". The second 
picture that I liked, had a very nice picture of a ship and the 
saying was, "The ship will sail on and so will America." The rest 
of the children gave their ideas of "Happy Birthday America" and 
all were good ideas too.

We were invited to talk and tell about elongated coins at the 
Oak Park Coin Club. 

Finally, Burt Levy told the kids, "its a machine that smashes 
pennies." "Thats illegal, that is against the law," said one. An¬ 
other said, "we're going to call the policemen."

So after making some introductory remarks, I read Section 331, 
Title 18 U.S. Code, The mutilation of coins if done without fraudu¬ 
lent intent or if the mutilated coins are not used fraudulently. 

The audience of fifty listened intently to my talk. You could 
hear a pin drop. Now came the question period. How many can he 
rolled out of one die? At least 20,000, I answered, later at home 
I estimated that twice that amount could he rolled. 

A few of the questions asked. 

Q. How much does it cost to make an elongated coin? 

A. About $65.00 for 200 rolled out coins 
Q. Did you make the $200.00 quota that day? 

A. Yes, we even went over that amount and we had a couple of other 
days that heat that amount. 

One lady member got up and told us that she went from one roll¬ 
out stand to another at the Chicago World's Pair in 1933 and made 
purchases. She didn't know what happened to her collection. 

Then I officially introduced Burt Levy, President of M.E.C. 
He spoke briefly and also answered questions. Burt had a display 
of Century of Progress colored postcards in a case with the elong¬ 
ated coins to match. Example: the skyride elongated coin next to 
the postcard. The M.E.C. publication was passed out and a free 
elongated coin was presented to everyone present. Also a book of 
118 elongated coins of Cee Ceven, property of the M.E.C. Museum and 
a X'ed out die of M.E.C. was passed along for inspection. We were 
short a few elongated coins and bulletins. Those that didn't re¬ 
ceive any, turned in their names and their request was filled by 
mail. 

One fellow was so excited by the talk, he had to tell me about 
a Stewart coffee cup he owned marked Century of Progress. Another 
man told me of a ring he owned that was made of a coin inscribed 
Chicago Columbian Exposition. 

Some members examined the roll-out machine (now unwrapped) on 
display and owned now by Shelly Green, once the property of Henry 
Blaha. A number of people remembered Henry. 

Then Helen Olenicky T.E.C. #288 introduced herself to me. Also 
T.E.C. members Bruno Rzepka, and Paul Igelman. He had a case full 
of elongated coins on display. With the M.E.C. members, Charles, 
Burt Levy and myself, there were six of us T.E.C. members present. 

They were so pleased with the elongated coin story that their 
planned coin auction was called off, tabled for their next meeting. 

The club presented me with a 1968 proof set as a gift. Art 
Blase, the club program chairman wrote me today that an ANA speakers 
award certificate which he just received from Colorado Springs will 
be sent to me, as soon as the club president signs it. 

Oh yes, there was one more important question asked. What hap¬ 
pened to the roll-out machines after the Chicago World's Pair 
closed? I answered that question the Friday evening June 14, 1974 
at the Oak Park Coin Club, but that is an article in itself.

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ST. THERESE, MY PATRON SAINT by Sally Kirka TEC #16 

Manchester, Conn. 

How does one get the Idea for the dies for elonga¬ 
ted coins? I can only speak for myself, when I see some¬ 
thing I like, I try to picture it on an elongated coin. 
When I received a letter from the"Little Flower Society" 
in Chicago, Illinois, they had a beautiful picture of St. 
Therese my patron Saint. Nuns will always have a special 
place in my heart, for a special reason. When I saw St. 

Therese's picture, I thought why not make an elongated 

coin of St. Therese. This way more and more people will 
know of her as that is what the Church and Society is 
trying to do, to get more people to know her. 

St. Therese is always pictured in every picture, holding the 
Cross and holding roses. So I first wrote to Bob Luchtman to see 

if he could do the die for me. I especially wanted the same face as 

her picture and also wanted to have St. Therese holding the cross 
and the roses. Now remember, its hard for an engraver to put in 
every little detail. When I received my answer from Bob Luchtman 
he said, "Why sure Sally, I can do it" and he would try to do it as 
I wished. 

When I received my die about three weeks later, it was as if 
it was an answer to my prayers. My die of St. Therese was perfect. 
There she was as beautiful as ever and as Ruby Threlkeld said, she 
looks as if she is looking at you. Bob Luchtman again came out with 
a beautiful job of engraving. 

To some people St. Therese won't mean a thing, but to others she 
means a lot. If you're ever lonely and need help, why not try pray¬ 
ing to her for help and guidance. You'll never know if it works, 
until you have tried. 

The beautiful part of this nice coin was when I painted a few 
elongated coins and my St. Therese looks just as the picture that I 
had received. 

Here is a little of the story of St. Therese's life as sent to 
me by Richard Townsend, one of our TEC members. 

St. Therese’s full name was Marie Francoise Therese Martin, 
St. Therese of Lisieux, France, "Little Flower". She was the young¬ 
est of a family of nine children and was bom January 2, 1873 in the 
town of Alencon, France. Her family then moved to Lisieux in 1881. 
She was of a nervous disposition through-out her childhood and lat¬ 
er life. A classic neurotic case by today's standards. At the age 
of fourteen, she made her first attempt to enter the Carmelite Con¬ 
vent at Lisieux, France, but was turned down. Over much opposition 
and after a journey to personally petition the Pope, she was accept¬ 
ed in 1888 by the Convent, joining two older sisters who had entered 
previously. Her life in the Convent continued her neurosis, adding 
to it with an aggravated case of scruples, causeless feeling of 
guilt, though outwardly. She was smiling and pleasant, never exhi¬ 
biting the normal selfish manifestations of her maladies, its to her 
credit. I think, she was able to turn them into a way to sanctity. 
She was made Mistress of Novices in 1893. 

In 1897, she contracted T.B. and after six months of suffering 
physical pain, she died on September 30, 1897. She was Beatified 
twelve years later and was canonized in 1925, one of the fastest in 
the Church History. Her feast-day in the Catholic Church is October 
3rd. Numerous miracles attributed to her intercession have made her 
one of the most popular of the Saints, as most of the Catholic's

St. Therese was reported to have appeared on the battlefields 
of both World Wars to adminster aid to soldiers among others. When 
it started, I don't know, but she is gaining acceptance as a patron 
Saint of Air Travelers, replacing St. Christopher. She readily will 
grant favors, but she is also demanding in that she requires some¬ 
thing from the petitioner in return. St. Therese is a Saint not to 
be taken lightly for granted.

I doubt that the twice referred to "swastika", is in fact, just 
that, but rather an early Hopi or Navaho Indian good luck symbol. 
The year stated as 1912, would be approximately 16 years before the 
swastika was created for the young German brown shirted Hitler youth 
movement. 

The swastika and the Indian good luck symbol appear the same, 
at a quick glance, but the "soms" or tongs reversed, comparing one 
to the other. 

Since this is a "Lucky Cent," and features a horse-shoe and a 
four-leaf clover, I believe that I am correct in assuming that the 
Indian good luck symbol has more theme bearing, than a swastika.
